In unity. It is like the precious ointment 
upon the head, that ran down upon the 
beard, evenAaron's beard, that went down 
to the ſkirts of his garments, As the dew 
of Hermon, and as the dew that deſcended 
upon the mountains of Zion, for there the 
Lord commanded the bleſſing, even life 
for ever more.”*---And the great founder 
of our Religion, Jeſus Chriſt, hath aſſured 
us, we cannot be his diſciples, nor may 
we hope ta ſhare in the peculiar bleſſings 
which he hath purchaſed, unleſs we feel 
the influence of kind affection one towards

Bur a ſhocking reverſe, to what reaſon 
dictates, and the ſcriptures enjoin, have 
the actions of mankind exhibited, in all 
ages of the world. 


TE hiſtory of the human race, from 
Adam to the preſent day, is gloomy and 
affecting. In the very page where we 
read, Men began to multiply on the face 
of. the earth,“ it is alſo written, God ſaw 
the wickedneſs of man was great, and that 


every imagination of the thoughts of his

heart, was only evil continually.” Anda 
little after we read, “ The earth alſo 


was filled with violence.” * 


Tars is the account which comes to us 
by inſpiration from heaven: Such were 
the offspring of Adam before the flood, 
generally abandoned to their laſts, and 
under the government of the vileſt paſſions. 


SHOULD we now look into the records 
of human actions, which have been pre- 
ſerved by faithful men from the earlieſt 
times, we ſhall find the volums fwell with 
the ſad narrative of fraud, injuſtice,rapine, 
murder---and every kind of violence.--- 


By violence we underſtand an unlawful 
application of force, or the arbitrary ſtretch 
ot power which unreaſonable and wicked 
men, have frequently exerciſed over ſuch. 


as were under their controul. 


Ack, natural ſuperiority, and a great 
variety of circumſtances, give ſome of the 
children of men opportunity to rule over 
others. And ſuch is the love of power, 
which has generally been diſcovered by the 
Sons of Adam, that thoſe who had a little 
were conſtantly wiſhing for more; and

PARENTS have been guilty of violence 
towards their, children : Although the ties' 
of nature oblige them to treat their off- 
ipring with the tendereſt affection, there. 
have been inſtances. of a very different 
conduct : there have been inſtances where 
it was neceſlary to apply the Apoſtolic cau- 
tion, © Ye fathers provoke not your chil- 
dren to wrath; but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord.” * 


MasTERs have beer. guilty of violence 
towards their ſervants : Men of unreaſon- 
able paſſions, have treated their ſlaves and 
dependants with great inhumanity, not 

_remembering that their Maſter alto is in 
Heaven,” f to whom they muſt. give an 
account. 


Tu rich have been guilty. of violeds 
towards the poor : They have in many 
. cafes extorted from them ſervices without 
returning a ſuitable reward. The Apoſtle 
James addreſſeth himſelf to covetous op- 
preſſors in the following language. Behold

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the king of the laborers which have reaped 
down your fields, Which is of you kept 
back by fraud, crieth, and the cries of 
them which have reaped, have entered

Gorinnoly and as 51 the earth, 
have been guilty of violence towards their 
ſubjects. Solomon informs us, he *return- 
ed and conſidered all the oppreſſions that 
are done under the Sun, and behold the 
tears of ſuch as were oppreſſed and they 
had no comforters ; and on the ſide of their 
oppreſſors there was power, but they had 
no comforters.” Such was the melancholy 
ſtate of the children of men; while under 
cruel oppreſſors; that the wiſe King of 
Iſrael adds, — “ J praiſed the dead which 
are already dead, more than the living, 
which are yet alive.“ Ty 


Axvp ſhould we eaſt an eye over the 
Kingdoms of the world at the preſent day, 
we (hall diſcover the effects of oppreſſion 
and violence, on every quarter of The globy.

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TRE inhabitants of this State, received 
the firſt attacks which were made by the 
enemy, on the common rights of America.

NEVER ſhallwe forget the ninteenth of 
April, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
ſeventy-five, when a number of Americans 
were murdered at LEXINGTON, and we 
heard the firſt ſolemn call, to arm, and 
8 815 the ſtrength of Great-Britain. 


"SINCE the ſword on both ſides has been 
drawn, the operations of war, on the part 
of the enemy, have been cruel beyond ex- 
preſhon.---Conquelt has not been the ſole 
object of their cxertions.----Devaſtation, 
bar barity and murder, have been their 
delight. 


SOME of our ancient and moſt flouriſning

NrrrEER the delicacy of the ſex, or 

che infirmities of the aged were fufficient 

to ſecure them againſt 'Britiſh and Savage

TRE weak and infirm have been flain 
in their houſes.----The venerable head 
grown white with years has been mangled 
by ruffian Soldiers.---The blooming virgin 
dreſſed for her nuptials, has been ſeized 
by Savage hands, hurried away and mur- 
dered with unutterable cruelty F---- 


* Charleffown was conſumed by the enemy on the 17th of June, 
1775. The flames of which warmed the imagination of General 
Burgoyne, for the firiking Deſcription he gave of the Battle on 
Bnaker's-Hill, — A great part of FaLMoUTH was burnt in the 
month of October, 1775,. by the infamous Mowat, Capt. of a 16 
Gun-Ship. NoRFOLK, one of the oldeft and moſt flouriſhing 
Towns inVirginia, was wholly conſumed in the month of January, 
1/76. KINGSTON, the third Town in. the State of New-York, 
was reduced to aſhes in the month of October, 1777. —Beſides 
the wanton deſtruction of theſe places, between 4 and 500 houſes 
were pulled down and burnt in Boſton, while the town was held 
by Britiſh troops. The enemy took peculiar pleaſure in abuſing 
the houſes erected for the worſhip of God. One venerable pile, 
known by the name of the OLD-NORTH was torn to pieces by 
the ſons of violence ; thoſe wretches accompaning their impious 
work, with Janguage too profane and blaſphemous to relate. — 
One large and elegant Building was ſhamefully d faced, and ufed 
as a Minage for their Horſe.

Bur I forbear. The reherſal is too 
ſhocking. Who then could endure the 
ſight of woes, a deſcription of which we 
| find inſufferable ?---None, moſt certainly, 
none could endure the ſight of ſuch dread-. 
ful ſcenes, but thoſe Britains. who were ſo 
Joſt to the feelings of humanity, as to re- 
ward the Savages for mangling the in- 
nocent and defenceleſs. 


AND beſides the open murder of the 
aged and infirm, of women and children, 
our enemies have baſely ſtarved many of 
our brethren to death, who were in their 
hands as priſoners.----Many have ſuffered 
in the moſt ſhocking manner and died in 
priſons and guard-ſlups.---More than a 


Savages of America, ſbould in their warfare, mangle and ſcalp the' 
unhappy priſoners who fall into their hands, is neither new nor 
extraordinary : But that the famous Lieut. Gen. Burgoyne, in 
whom the fine Gentleman is united with the Soldier and the Scholar, 
ſhould hire the Savages of America to ſcalp Europians, and the 
deſcendants of Europians : Nay more, that he ſhould pay a price, 
for each ſcalp ſo barbaroufly taken, is more than will be believed 
in Europe, until authenticated facts, ſhould in every Gazztte con- 

firm the truth of the horrid tale. Miſs M' Rea, a Lady lovely, 
to the fight, of virtuous character, and amiable diſpofition, engaged 
to be married to an officer in your army, was, with other women, 
and children, taken out of a houſe near Fort- Edward, and carried. 
into the woods, and there ſcalped and mangled in a moft ſhocking. 
manner. Two parents, with their ſix children, were all treated 
with the ſame inhumanity, while quie:ly refding in their once 
peaceful dwellings. The miſerable fate of Miſs M' Rea was par- 
ticularly aggravated, by her being dre! 6d to receive her promifed 
buſbind, but met her murderer, employed by you. Upwards 
of an hundred men, women and children have periſhed by tbe 
hands of ruffians, to whom it is aſſerted, you have paid the price

thouſand periſhed in the city of New-York 

the winter before laſt.----And when our 
brethren were ſuffering hunger and cold, 
and the vileſt inſult, a ſorded enemy en- 

deavored to prevail on them to inliſt into 
the Britiſh ſervice ; but ſuch was the virtue 
of thoſe heroes, that the laſt extreme of 
miſery, was not ſuffieient to ſhock their 
fidelity to, their country. They rather 
choſe to periſh in want of all things, than 
draw their Iword againſt the liberties of 
America.--- They met the approaches of 
death, in their diſmal eircumſtances, with 
a degree of fortitude ſeldom to be found 
in the hiſtory of mankind.----Some of our 
unhappy brethren who were captivated, 

and carried to Great-Britain, were after- 
wards ſent to the Eaſt-Indies, from whence 
they can have little or no reaſon to expect 
they ſhall ever return. 


Svcn acts of meanneſs and cruelty have 
our enemies been guilty of.---Such are the 
men who have promiſed their haughty 
maſter, that by devaſtation and ſlaughter 
they will compel the inhabitants of theſe 
States to yield unconditional ſubjection 
to his pleaſure. 


EvERY ſon of freedom then throughout 
this Continent, muſt be juſtified in the 
view of that God who hateth yiolence and 


a) 
eryelty, when he-draws his ſword; and 
appealing to Heaven, ſolemnly ſwears; he. 
will neyer ſheathe it, till thoſe miſcreants--- 
thoſe enemies to the common rights of 
mankind; are utterly deſtroyed, or deen 
from this once happy land. 


SHOULD the inhabitants of the confes 
derated American States act with wiſdom 
and ſpirit; it is certainly in their power; 
by the common ſmiles of divine providence; 
to eſtabliſh their independency and ſecure 
the bleſſings of civil and religious liberty 
to ie and to millions of unborn 
poſterity. And we have the moſt con- 
vincing evidence, that the ſupreme Ruler 
of the univerſe, who giveth the tame 
of the world to whomſoever He will, 
ready to grant every needed asg 


' Drvixs goodneſs is to be acknowledg:- 
ed in railing up men of the fir/t abilities 
to watch over our common rights; and 
give us warning when thoſe rights were 
invaded. e eſteem converts to the true 
intereſt of our country, and rejoice to ſee 
any come in even at the eleventh hour, 
and join heartily in the cauſe of virtue and 
freedom ; but we revere thoſe characters

are not better than they were when the 
campaign opened. -One large army, lately 
under the command of General Burgoyne is 
wholly conquered ; near half of them waſt-

There was a time after the Battle on the Heights of Charleſtown 
when cur army, which was not large, had not nine rounds of 
powder to a man, nor was any tolerable ſupply procured till an 
ordnance Brig was taken by Capt. Manley, ſome time in Dec. 1775. 
In the Spring after a large Ship with 75 Tons of powder, together 
with a great variety, of warlike Stores, was taken by Capt. Mug ford 
and brought into Boſton. Thoſe two Captures afforded a large 
ſupply.— The quantities of Proviſion and Merchandiſe taken by 
the American Cruiſers, are immenſe,

now priſoners of war. And the main 
body under General How have effected 
little more through the laſt ſeaſon, than 
to change their quarters, from New -York 
to Philadelphia. 


To deſpair ſince Heaven has done ſs 
much for us, would evidence a criminal 
diſtruſt of divine goodnels : To be diſcour- 
aged {ince the wht force of Great-Bri- 
tain, aided by large bodies of German hire- 
lings have effeRed fo little, would diſcover 
unpardonable cowardice and meanneſs of 
ſpirit. 5 

WE have every motive to a vigorous 
exertion, that can operate on the human 


 mindcl,---If we ſupport our liberties - we 


may be as happy a people as ever exiſted. 
---We ſhall have it in our power to ſcttle 
our own forms of goyernment, and ſuit 
them to our peculiar circumitances, our 
genius and diſpoſition. We have not on- 
ly the means of ſubſiſtance, but we find 
many of the means of defence in our own 
country: And we are at ſo great a diſtance 
from the other parts of the world, that no 


enemy will ever attack us if we ſucceed in 


the preſent ſtruggle. 

Bur on the other: hand, ſhould we 
through ſtupidity ; or a want of wiſdom, 
or ſpirit in thoſe who are intruſted with 


- X93 

our moſt important affairs ; or a general 
decay of public virtue in all orders of peo- 
ple among us :---Should we by the ope- 
ration of theſe or any other cauſes, ſuffer 
our country to be over-run by the enemy, 
imagination cannot paint the wretched- 
neſs that muſt follow. 


SHOULD we ſuffer ourſelves to be con- 
quered, we muſt bid adieu, a final adieu 
to freedom civil and religious: To pro- 
perty: To domeſtic happineſs, and the 
moſt valuable bleſſings which now diſtin- 
guiſh Americans from the wretched ſub- 
jects, of foreign deſpotic ſovereigns. 

- WhoEvyexr thinks of ſubmitting to the 
power of Britain, as it is now exerted 
againſt us, muſt endeavor to reconcile 
himſelf to the ideas of beggary and abſo- 
lute ſlavery : Yea further, he muſt endea- 
vor to reconcile himſelf to the axe---the 
halter---the gibbit. The dreadful ven- 
geance which will be inflicted on the 
Americans, if Great-Britain ſhould prevail, 
may be inferred from the threatnings 
which our enemies have denounced, and 
the cruelties they have already exerciſed. 
Many no doubt would be ſhamefully 
executed.---Thoſe who have moſt diſtin- 
guiſhed themſelves in the preſent ſtruggle, 
would be marked out as the firſt victims to 
Britiſh fury. When the anger of an in-

Bur ſhould any American, propoſe ſub- 
miſſion to the government of Great-Bri- 
tain while the king and parliament are 
uſing their utmoſt endeavors to bring us 
under abſolute ſubjection, or extirpate us 
from the earth, he would deſerve the fate 
of that timid Athenian, who, for only 
mentioning an accommodation with the Per- 
fan King, when his numerous armies were 
ſpreading deſolation far and wide, was 
ſtoned to death; his own mother being 
the firſt perſon to execute the ſentence of 
the people againſt him.“ 

IT is ſcrioutly to be wiſhed, all ranks of 
people would meditate on the miſerable 
condition we thall be in, it we ſuffer our- 
ſelves to be ſubdued by Great-Britain. 


Maxy are engaged in the eager purſuit 
of riches---many are intrigueing for places 
of honor and profit, as inattentive to the 
public intereſt, as if our country were out. 
of danger. But what advantage, let me 
aſk thoſe men,---what advantage can you 
Expect to receive from your wealth, or 
your titles, if America is at laſt ſubjected 
to Britiſh tyranny ?---Should that ever take 
place, through a general ſtupidity, or

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want of exertion, your wealth, eſpecially 
if it has been acquired in the preſent, war, 
and your titles which you hold under thoſe

to the peculiar vengeance of your ene- 


mies ---You will be ſtript of your money, 
ot your lands, and your honours, if not 
deprived of life itſelf :---Or ſhould your, 
eſtates be ſpared to you, they will be ſo 
burdened with taxes, to defray the ex- 
pences of the war, to ſupport a large 


ſtanding army to hold the country in ſob- 
jection after 1 it is once conquered, and 


maintain a {warm of crowit officers to 
govern, to plunder and inſult you, that 
your eſtates would not be worth poſſeſſing: 


---Yea, death would be deſirable rather 
than a life of ſuch diſhonor and miſery. 


Muck might be ſaid to deſcribe the 
common wretchedneſs in which the in- 
habitants of this country mult be involved, 
if they ſuffer themſelves to be ſubdued,--- 
but the time allowed me for this exerciſe, 
will not ſuffer me any farther to enlarge. 


Ar ſuch a day as this, when we are 
threatned with the loſs of every thing va- 
lnable,---when our enemies are many and 
powerful, we ſhould forget, in ſome good 
meaſure, that we have a private intereſt :

We ſhould employ our utmoſt vigour in 
the cauſe of the public. A koman Hers 
informs us, at a time when the liberties 
of the people required his ſervices, he gave 
himſelf to the immortal Gods, and to his country;

His conduct affords an 
example worthy of our imitation. Every

Ar once deſpiſing danger, and the pal- 
77 idea of profit, Americans ſhould at this 
time ſolemnly vow unto the Lord, that 
they will giye themſelves no reſt, till our 
cominon enemies are wholly ſubdued.
